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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the School Board «iid Citizens of Sumner. 

I herewith submit my first annual report of the school se this 
town for the municipal school year ending February 1, 1923. 

On the whole we have been very fortunate in our teachers this 
year. At the present time all our teachers are residents of the town. 
I consider this to be an ideal condition of affairs. Every teacher has 
the best interests of the children and of the town deeply at heart 
and is working hard to obtain the best possible results. This is why 
i think that local teachers, all things being equal, are better than 
out-of-town teachers. ‘They understand local conditions; they are 
working under the eyes of acquaintances and friends whose opinions 
they hold in respect; “and they will do their best to gain the good 
report of those who are associated with them in town and commu- 
nity affairs. I doubt if any other town of this county, or of any 
other county cf this state is able to recruit its teaching force within 
its own town limits. 

Of our teachers three are normal graduates with long and suc- 
cesful teaching experience: and work they are doing is of a high 
type. hey have the training and experience and they are up to date 
in the best that modern pedagogy can offer. The other three 
teachers are young high school graduates who are doing their first 
work. With the recessary experience and training they will make first 
class teachers. Their work as beginners is generally good. 

Cur puptls have made progress under conditions that are not en- 

-tirely ideal. In some of the schools there are so many grades that the 
teacher’s time must be devoted almost entirely to hearing her daily 
:ecitation work. She has very little t:me to give. to individual super- 
vised study. In the case of young pupils a certain amount of super- 
viced study is almots indispensable; but how can the teacher give 
the desired amount of individual attention when there are eight 
erades in her school? This is the case at East Sumner and at the 
‘Morrill school conditions are not much different. It is impossible 
to combine the different grades to any extent as in doing so you 
must advance some pupils and retard others and this is not good 
practice. | 
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We are recommending $700 for repairs for next year. Changes in 
the toilet arrangement at every school building must be made before 
Sept. 1, 1924, to meet the requirements of the new state law which 
goes into effect on that date. It is the opinion of your school com- 
mittee that this remodeling be done at two of the buildings at least 
this year. In two instances where this work was done in this union 
the past year the expense in each case was approximately $400. In 
each case however besides the remodeling of the toilets other gene- 
ral repairs were done on the buildings. The Sumner Hill building 
must have new underpinning; it will not stand much longer on the 
old foundation. We have an unexpended balance of $150 in repairs | 
account from last year and with $700 raised this year we can do the 
necessary general repairs and remodel the toilets at two of the build- 
ings. 

Towards the latter part of the spring term I am going to give 
standardization tests in Reading and Arithmetic as to measure the 
work of the pupils in those subjects with standards obtained from 
other schools. The results will be open to the inspection of teachers, | 
parents and pupils. 

The following statistics are taken from the registers and the 
monthly reports of the teachers.

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A glance at the above table will show that the percentage atten- 
dance in most of the schools is too low. True it is that there are con- 


. tr.buting causes for some of this low attendance such as bed colds 


and in some instances, contagious diseases among the children and 
also the fact that, as cold weather comes on, some children who have 
not yet reached the compulsory school age remain away from school; 
yet making due allowance for al] these causes the attendance still 
remains too low. You have a good system of schools in town with as 
good teachers as can be found in any rural community. School of- 
ficials, teachers and parents ought to work closely together in their 
efforts to bring up this attendance to 90 per cent or more in all the 
schools. 

The financial statement with which the report closes will cover 
a period of 30 school weeks. If however bills for the school year 
1921-’22 were not paid until after the town books for that year were 
closed such bills will have to be included in this report as they are on 
my books. In such case this statement will show ll bills for the 


school year 1922-23 plus such unpaid bills as may not have been 


paid when the books for 1921-22 were closed. Such bills, if any 
are found, will be indicated as such in this report. |
